SENATE VOTES FOR FULL PAY 
FOR FORMER JUSTICE HOLMES 


Passes Measure to Restore $20,000 
Salary, Cut in Half by Comp- 
troller-General. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Under a 
measure passed yesterday by the 
Senate, Oliver Wendell Holmes, re- 
tired Justice of the Supreme Court, 
would be restored to his former sal- 
ary of $20,000 after receiving half 
that for a year. 

Senator Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, explained that retired Jus- 
tices of the highest court are re- 
tired on full pay but that Holmes’ 
salary had been “cut in two” under 
the Comptroller-General’s interpre- 
tation of the economy law of last 
session, which in general limits the 
retired pay of Judge: to $10,009 n- 
nually.

Measure Would Remove 
Some Restrictions and 
Limit Interest Charges— 
Has Democratic Support.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 7.—A broad

: Government's aid to the unemployed 


from a Senate Banking 
Subcommittee yesterday with strong 
Democratic support. It. provides 
for adding $300,000000 to the Re- 
construction Corporation’s fund for 


direct relief loans to states and lib- 


eralizes the law under which that 
organization can lend for construc- 
tion projects from its $1,500,000,000 
fund. 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, sponsor of the bill, an- 
nounced he would press for early 
approval by the full committee and 


the Senate. He expressed hope for 


its enactment at this session, de- 
spite the legislative jam. 

There is already pending before 
the Senate a bill sponsored by Sen- 
ators La Follette (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, and Costi (Dem.), Colorado, 
to provide 000,000 for direct 
grants to the states. 

Restrictions. Removed. 

Probably the important feature 
of the bill is its elimination of re- 
strictions now surrounding loans 
to states and municipalities for 
construction. 

Under the present law such loans 
must be self-liquidating without the 
aid of taxation and “economically 
sound” in addition to being ade- 
quately secured. 

The Wagner bill as drafted by 
the committee would. permit any 
adequately secured public loans 
that are “needful and in the public 
interest.” 

Complaint was made to the com- 
mittee during hearings that the re- 
strictions in the present law, with 
its interpretation by the corpora- 
tion, made the $1,500,000,000 fund 
ineffective. Witnesses pointed out 
that little more than. $150,000,000 
had been loaned for relief. 

The additional $800,000,000 for di- 
rect loans to states was voted by 
the committee in response to testi 
mony by Charles A. Miller, presi- 
dent of the corporation, that the 
present fund would be exhausted 
by June. 

Wagner originally proposed to 
throw the entire resources of the 
corporation open for this purpose, 
but Miller opposed that and sug- 
gested an additional $150,000,000. 
Interest Rate Limited. 

A number of other important 
changes would be made in the law 
by Wagner's bill. It would limit 
the interest charged by the corpo- 
ration to one-half of 1 per cent over 
the current rate being paid by the 
Government on long-term financ- 


g. 
It also would permit private cor- 
porations to borrow for develop- 
ment of self-liquidating co-operative 
community farming, under an 
amendment sponsored by Senator 
Fletcher (Dem.), Florida. 

Loans for development. of air 
transpertation across the seas and 
terminals in connection therewith 
also would be authorized, if they 
were self-liquidating. 

This was provided in response to 
a suggestion from one of the wit- 
nesses that he and associates were 
ready to invest $1,000,000 in lighter- 
than-air craft to fly from Washing- 
ton to Bermuda and Puerto Rico if 
the Government would lend an ad- 
ditional 32,000,000. 

The trips would be made in 10 
hours and would cost $60 each way, 
or $100 a round trip.

think I went any further than Sen- 
ator Nye did,” Barry repeated.

Baker and Student Views.

schools teach that the Senate is the 
home of grafters and crooks”... 
“If you had stated in your article 
that they are honest men, the 
young people of America would 
have laughed at you, whereas now 
they respect you.” 


Cheatham, a tall young man af- 
fectionately known to most Sena- 
tors as “Willie,” gave a lighter 
touch to the proceedings. Since he 
was graduated from the position of 
Senate page to that of clerk in the 
office of the Sergeant-at-Arms, he 
has been taking a night course in 
political science at George Wash- 
ington University under Prof. 
Johnstone, 

“It was an iateresting course,” he 
said, and I would sometimes dis- 
cuss it with Mr. Barry, just as I 
might with a member of my fam- 
ily.

SNOWSTORM CLOSES SCHOOLS,

Two Deaths and Scores of Acci- 
dents; Trains Late, Plane Ser- 
vice Canceled. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—Coming with 
a 35-mile gale, a blinding snow- 
storm struck Chicago today, ham- 
pering traffic, closing public schools 
and causing at least two deaths

N STRIKE OF PUP 


Superintendent Investigating 
Absence of 250 Reassigned 
to Penrose School. 


Board of Education attendance 
officers are calling today on par- 
ents of children transferred to oth- 


er schools from the Glasgow school, 
1415 North Garrison avenue, who 
have failed to report to their new 
schools. A strike of the transfer- 
red pupils was started yesterday 
under auspices of the Glasgow 
School Patrons’ Association, which 
objected when this school was 


turned over to Negro pupils and 


renamed Dunbar. 

Superintendent of. Instruction 
Gerling said the parefits of several 
former Glasgow school pupils had 
telephoned him they were keeping 
their children out of school tempo- 
rarily because of threats that the 
children would be beaten if they at- 
tended classes. While Gerling 
thinks such threats, if made, came 
from only a few children support- 
ing the strike, he has directed the 
attendance officers to determine 
how extensive the coercion is. If 
necessary, police or other protec- 
tion would be furnished children de- 
siring to attend, the superintendent 
said. 

Pupils at Penrose School today 
told Miss Mathilde Gecks, assistant 
superintendent, that some of their 
classmates were absent for fear of 
harm from strikers. 

“In my judgment,” said Gerling, 
“by the end of the week everything 
will be normal, the strike ended.” 

About 230 pupils yesterday stayed 
away from the Penrose School, 2824 
Madison street, and the Columbia 
School, 3120 St. Louis avenue, as the 
result of the strike. Attendance at 
the: Penrose, which is chiefly af- 
fected by the strike, was somewhat 
larger today. Meanwhile, the

DEATH LEAP OF GIRL 
HELD DUE TO ‘DESPAIR 


Coroner’s Jury Finds Miss Vera 
Hayburn. Had Quarreled 
With Young Erskine. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—A Coroner's 
jury decided yesterday that Miss 
Vera Hayburn leaped from a thirty- 
third story window because of 
“temporary insanity due to momen- 
tary despair.” Her plunge to death 
occurred after she had .ttended a 
gay night club party with Albert R. 
Erskine, adopted son of the head of 
the Studebaker Corporation, and 
several others. 

Although Erskine testified he 
knew no reason for the girl's act. 
the jury reached the conclusion 
Miss Hayburn had quarreled with 
him at the night club early Sunday 
morning. 

Testimony at the inquest showed 
that the young woman left the 
party at 3 a. m., took a taxicab to 
the Medinah Athletic Club, rode 
the elevator to the thirty-third 
floor and leaped from a hall win- 
dow near Erskine’s apartment. 

Party Had Several Drinks. 

Erskine, who is 24,and the three 
other members of the party, tes- 
tified they had several drinks in a 
downtown hotel before visiting the 
Chez Paree Club, but that Miss 
Hayburn appeared neither intoxi- 
cated nor depressed during the eve- 
ning. 

Police Lieut Patrick O'Connell 
said Erskine had told him that 
Miss Hayburn became jealous when 
he danced with Miss Gladys Stew- 
art, the other girl in the group. 
Erskine told the inquest the state- 
ment was a misinterpretation of 
his remarks, and O'Connell later 
said he had “jumped at the conclu- 
sion” after hearing of changes of 
dancing partners. 

Gave Girl Taxicab Fare. 

Erskine testified that he and A. 
C. Atwater, son of a wealthy man- 
ufacturer, visited the hotel room of 
S. Ward Just, business manager of 
the Waukegan (III.) News-Sun, 
early Saturday evening. Erskine 
said he telephoned the young wom- 
en to join them and other wit- 
nesses said about three pints of 
liquor were drunk before the five 
decided to visit the night club. 

Erskine said he gave Miss Hay- 
burn $2 for taxicab fare when she 
asked to go home at 3 a. m. He 
said he spent the night with At- 
water, and that he did not know of 
Miss Hayburn’s death until his club 
telephoned to him Sunday after- 
noon. He met the girl about a 
year ago, he said, and had had a

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OPPONENTS BLOCK 
GV, PARKS PROGRAM 


Keating, in Charge of His Bills, 
Holds Up Five Under 
Attack. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—Op- 
postiion to Gov. Park’s legislative 
program again developed today 
when House leaders renewed an at- 
tempt to push the bills through the 
House. Three of the bills were laid 
over on the informal calendar, on 
the demand of members that fur- 
ther time be given for their consid- 
eration, and five of the bills held up 
in an effort to iron out differences. 

Four minor bills, to which there 
was no opposition, were perfected 
today by the House, without discus- 
sion. This is the process of prepar- 
ing the bills for final passage by 
the House. 

Democratic Floor Leader E. J. 
Keating of Kansas City, who is 
handling the administration bills, 
said he was holding up five of the 
Governor’s bills in an effort to al- 
lay the opposition. Some of them 
might be held indefinitely, he said, 
if no agreement could be reached. 

The measures being held back 
propose abolition of the State Li- 
brary Commission, with no provis- 
fon for continuance of its circulat- 
ing library work; abolition of the 
Missouri Naval Militia and the 
State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections; transfering the State 
Children’s Home at Carrollton from 
control of the Board of Charities 
and Corrections to the State Board 
of Managers of Eleemosynary In- 
stitutions, and consolidating into 
one board the separate boards of 
regents of the five State teachers’ 
colleges, the School for the Deaf, 
the School for the Blind and Lin- 
coln University for Negroes. 

Keating said the bill abolishing 
the naval militia might be dropped 
and an effort made to carry out its 
purpose by withholding the State 
sta- 
tioned at St. Louis. He said an ef- 
fort would be made tomorrow to 
perfect the bill consolidating the 
governing boards of the teachers’ 
colleges and other schools named 
in the bill, if some of the opponents 
could be lined up for it. 

Representative McCawley of Jas- 
per County insisted hat a chance 
be given the House to consider the 
bills fully. “We want time to pass 
on these bills,“ McCawley said, in 
asking for delay in action on a bil! 
which would abolish the forestry 
division of the Department of Agri- 
culture. “If this program is so ever- 
lastingly sacred that we cannot 
have time for consideration, then, 
of course, we cannot wait, but in 
fairness we ought to have time.” 

Keating withdrew to the informal 
calendar, in the face of opposition, 
another bill to transfer to the 
State school fund any expended 
balances remaining from the fees 
of the Missouri Athletic Commis- 
sion. This commission had a bal- 
ance of $50,000 in this fund at the 
end of the 1931-32 biennium. O’Bry- 
an of Randolph County offered an 
amendment providing for transfer 
of such balances to the general rey- 
enue, to be available for appropria- 
tion for generai State purposes. Be- 
fore the amendment could be voted 
upon, Keating put the bill on the 
informal calendar. 

He deferred action, in like man- 
ner, on a bill which proposes 
changes in the methods of keeping 
accounts of county officers. 


POLICE DISPERSE MARCHERS 


Four Arrested at Evansville Dem- 
onstration at Court House. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 7.—A 
demonstration by approximately 300 | 
marchers at the Vanderburgh | 
County Courthouse yesterday re- 
sulted in considerable disorder and 
the arrest of four men. 

The marchers went to the Court 
House at the hour set for the 
weekly meeting of the county com- 
missioners. They sang communist 
songs and parodies in which the 
names of the commissioners were 
inserted. Food was demanded. 
When tear bombs failed to disperse 
the marchers a squad of police was 
called and succeeded in driving 
them away. No one was injured.

Senator Buford Would Abolish 
Service Board, Oil and 
Warehouse Bureaus.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 7.—A 
Democratic plan to oust Republican 


members of the State Public Service 
Commission and immediately to 
take over two other important State 
departments now held by Repub- 
licans is contemplated in a bill 
which Senator Buford of Ellington 
has ready for introduction in the 


Senate. The bill has been submit- 
ted to Gov. Park, but he has not 
given it his approval, and unless 
he should submit to political im- 
portunities later it will not go in 
as an administration measure. 

The Buford bill proposes to abol- 
ish the State Public Service Com- 
mission, the Grain and Warehouse 
Inspection Department and the Oil 
Inspection Department and to cre- 
ate a body to be known as the Com- 
merce and Securities Commission 
to handle the business of the three 
departments. 

Three Men Instead of Five. 

Three commissioners would be 
submitted for the present five pub- 
lic service commissioners, the grain 
and warehouse commissioner and 
the oil inspector. The chairman of 
the new commission would receive a 
salary of $7500 a year and the other 
two commissioners salaries of $6000 
each. The five members of the 
present Public Service Commission 
receive salaries of $5500 each, the 
grain and warehouse commissioner 
receives $4500, and the oil inspect- 
or $3500. ‘ 

Without the proposed legislation 
the political complexion of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission would 
change April 15, when the term of 
Almon Ing, a Republican, will ex- 
pire, leaving two Republicans and 
two Democrats on the commission. 
By the appointment of a Democrat 
the commission would have three 
Democrats and two Republicans. 
However, from the fact that there 
has been no politics in the com- 
mission in the past few years, Dem- 
ocratic politicians have been anx- 
ious to abolisl. it in the hope that 
the Governor would not reappoint 
the two Democratic incumbents, J. 
H. Porter and George H. English, 
and appoint active partisans in- 
stead. The Republican holdover 
members are Milton R. Stahl, chair- 
man, and J. Fred Hull. 

By abolishing the commission all 
of the members would be auto- 
matically legislated out of office 
and by the creation of a new com- 
mission the way would be open for 
the Governor to appoint whomso- 
ever he pleased. 

No Minority Representation. 

There is no provision in the pro 
posed bill to require any minority 
party representation on the com- 
mission. This was not required in 
the Public Service Commission act, 
but at the time of the creation of 
the commission in 1913 Gov. Major 
appointed three Democrats and two 
Republicans and succeeding Gov- 
ernors gave adhered to the policy 
of giving the minority party two of 
the commissionerships. 

Ralph Brissenden, Republican, is 
the Grain and Warehouse Commis- 
sioner who would lose his position 
under the bill. Two years ago he 
was confirmed by the Senate for a 
four-year term ending April 19, 
1935. 

Henry A. Perriguey, Republican, 
is the oil inspector confirmed four 
years ago for a term ending Aug. 
16, next.

CONDUITS FROM ROAD 


Attorney-General Attacks Law 
Under Which 300 Miles 
of Line Was Laid. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
Attorney-General McKittrick ‘oday 
decided to institute a quo warranto 
proceeding in Missouri Supreme 
Court in an effort to compel the 
Bell Telephone System to remove 
its nearly 300 miles of telephone 
conduits from the righ.-of-way of 
State Highways. 

The Attorney-General said that, 
in his opinioin, the section of the 
statute authorizin the Highway 
Commission to permit the building 
of the conduits was in direct vio- 
lation of the State Constitution and 
that a quo warranto proceeding 
would lie. 

The section of the Constitution 
on which he said he would rely is: 

“The General Asesmbly shall have 
no power to make any grant, or to 
authorize the maki g of any grant 
of public money or thing of value 
to any ‘ndividual, association of in- 
dividuals, municipal or other cor- 
poration whatsoever.” 

Former Attorney-General Edward 
C. Crow, special counsel in the of- 
fice of the Attorney-General, has 
made a thorough examination of the 
law and it is on his opinion that

A telephone conduit extends more

After a physician had revived her 
at her home, Mrs. Skeele was able

“They kept me blindfolded most 
of the time and I was held in what 
seemed to be a comfortable house 
with big stone steps,” she told her 
family and the officers.

Yetta Becker and O. A. Smith 
Promise to Avoid Demon- 
strations for Two Years. 


Yetta Becker and Orville A. 
Smith, young Communist agitators, 


recently sentenced to the Work- 
house for rioting at City Hall July 
11 during an unemployment dem- 
onstration, have been paroled by 
Judge Dickmann of the Court of 
Criminal Correction on their prom- 
ise to take no part in public dem- 
onstrations during the two-yéar 
period of the parole. 

Both are under sentence of a 
year in the Workhouse and Miss 
Becker was fined $200 also after 
jury trials in Judge Dickmann’s 
court last month. Motions for new 
trials were overruled by Judge 
Dickmann last Saturday, when it 
was announced that the defend- 
ants had agreed with the City Coun- 
selor to refrain from future demon- 
strations, if paroled. The Court ad- 
monished them that any violation 
of the agreement would cause them 
to be sent to the Workhouse forth- 
with. They were instructed to re- 
port to the Court every four months 
during the period of parole. 

Miss Becker was portrayed at the 
trial as a “scratching and clawing” 
leader during the riot. She denied 
police testimony that she had in- 
cited the cfowd to violence. The 
jury deliberated 40 minutes and 
gave her the maximum penalty.

Council Votes for Special Elec- 
tion March 11; Granite City 
Change Proposed. 


Two municipalities in the St. 
Louis area—St. Charles and Gran- 
ite City—took steps last night 
toward publicly-owned _ electric 
plants. 

The St. Charles city council by 


cial election March 11 on a propo- 


sition to issue $300,000 of bonds to 
construct an electric light and pow- 
er plant. This will be the second 
vote, the proposition having failed 
to carry at a special election last 
Jan. 5, when the vote was 2247 for 
and 1763 against it. The affirmative 
vote was 427 short of the two-thirds 
majority necessary to carry it. 

Councilman George Feldman, one 
of those favoring the municipal 
plant, charged at last night’s meet- 
ing that an attempt had been made 
to influence his vote. He said he 
was approached yesterday by a 
stranger who told him he could 
“name his own price’ if he would 
cause the defeat of the election pro- 
posal. 

The proposition to be submitted 
is identical with that defeated at 
the Jan. 5 election. The bonds 
would be direct municipal obliga- 
tions, but engineers for the city 
estimated that at present electric 
rates, the profits would retire the 
debt in seven years or less without 
any tax increase. Electricity now 
is provided in St. Charles by Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. Its 
franchise expires this year. 

The council of Granite City voted 
unanimously to put a proposal for 
a city-owned electric plant on the 
ballot at the regular city election 
April 4. It already has authorized 
a vote at that time on a municipal 
water plant.

OF YACHT MURDER 


Witness at Trial of W. J. Guy 
for Killing, Wanderwell 


Cross-Examined. 
By the Assaciated Press. . 

LONG BEACH, Cal., Feb. 7.—Go- 
ing minutely into the testimony of 
Edmund Zeranski, photographer 
and one of four persons who saw 
a face at the porthole on the yacht 
Carma the night its captain, Wal- 
ter Wanderwell, was shot to death, 
the defense proceeded slowly in 
cross-examination today. 

William J. Guy, 23 years old, on 
trial for the killing, watched the 
tedious questioning of the witness 
with eyes half closed. 

Step by step, Eugene McGann, de- 
fense counsel, took Zeranski over 
his direct cxamination yesterday in 
which he told of the appearance of 
a stranger in gray at the mess hall 
porthole the night of Dec, 5, the 
sound of a shot a moment later, a 
groan and the finding of Wander- 
well's body in another part of the 
vessel. 

McGann questioned Zeranski 
closely about whether he saw a 
small boat tied up at the dock, 
where the Carma was anchored 
here, or searched the half-lighted 
pier for a trace of the missing 
The witness said that in 
the darkness he could not see what 
was tied up at the dock. 

“When you found the body of the 
Captain what did you do?” the at- 
torney asked. 

“There wasn’t much of anything 
to do. Cuthbert Wills, the ship en- 
gineer, reached down and shook 
him, I told Wills I would get an 
ambulance and said we'd better tell 
the girls on board that everything 
was O K, then call the police.” 

Preceding Zeranski on the wit- 
ness stand yesterday was the 
widow of Wanderwell, and Edward 
Burzinski, cook. Mrs. Wanderwell 
testified that Guy and Wander- 
well had quarreled over the fi- 
nancial arrangements of a Buenos 
Aires-San Francisco tour promoted 
by Wanderwell in 1931. 

She said & paper signed by Guy 
on behalf ‘of. himself and other 
members of this expedition show- 


ing their desire to abandon it re- 


leased Wanderwell from any finan- 
cial oWfigations to them. The re- 
covery of this paper, now missing, 
is assigned by the State as a pos- 
sible motive for the killing of 
Wanderwell. 

Burzinski told of a meeting be- 
tween Guy and Wanderwell in a 
Los Angeles apartment house, sev- 
eral weeks before the killing. He 
said Guy refused Wanderwell's of- 
fer to shake hands, saying “that is 
not necessary,“ and that Wander- 
well finally ran to a window 
shouting for help.

afterward, that Guy was trying to

By determining to abandon tem- 
porarily efforts to balance the bud- 
get, the new Cabinet, headed by 
Premier Edouard Daladier, evaded 
the issue which contributed to the 
recent downfall of the Ministry 
headed by Joseph Paul-Boncour.

He died at a time when a deputy 
Hungarian delegate was addressing 
the World Disarmament Conference 
on the French disarmament plan.

“His 
last public act,“ said the General, 
“was a speech at Vienna 10 days 
ago in which he defended the 
league against its enemies.”

Hungarian Nationalist and Orator; 
“Too Learned to Be Statesman.”’ 


Count Albert Apponyi’s great 
strength was in his oratory, his 
power to hold the attention not 
only of the common crowd but of 
the most intelligent of audiences. 
But his persuasion and argument 
seldom bore a full measure of prac- 
tical fruits, especially when his sub- 
ject affected his own country. He 
was known to be a Hungarian Na- 
tionalist and patriot, who only saw 
things as they affected his country. 
It was to this trait that he owed 
for many years the antagonism of 
the Austrian court and the small 
success Of his mission to Trianon as 
delegate of his country at the peace 
negotiations. 


Antagonistic to a 


Unlike his father, the Chancellor, 
George Apponyi, the most devoted 
of supporters of the Hapsburgs, Al- 
bert Apponyi fought a bitter bat- 
tle for the establishment of a sep- 
arate Hungarian army. The Count’s 
antagonism to the House of Hups- 
burg made him suspected of repub- 
lican tendencies until he openly es- 
poused the cause of Kaiser Karl's 
son, Otto. Yet while acknowledging 
his monarchist credo, Apponyi still 
wavered between Hapsburgism and 
monarchism as such. 


He refused wholehearted associa- 
tion with the radical legitimists 
and, unlike Andrassy and Count Jo- 
sef Karolyi, condoned with and per- 
sonally pardoned those who at Bu- 
daoer fired on and took King Karl 
prisoner. ° 


At the outbreak of the World 
War ht adopted the standpoint of 
a “Truce of God” with regard to all 
internal dissensions. He retired to 
private life after the revolution of 
October, 1918, but in 1919 he was 
elected as a non-party deputy to 
the National Assembly. He was 
head of the Hungarian peace dele- 
gation in Paris. He became a 
member of the League of Nations 
Union and in 1924 and 1925 repre- 
sented Hungary at the Assemblies 
of the League. 

He was “the grand old man” of 
Hungary. 

Born in Vienna May 29, 1846 


Apponyi was born at Vienna on 
May 29, 1846, and received his edu- 
catign at the Jesuit College at 
Kalksburg, near the Austrian capi- 
tal. At one time all Hungary anti- 
cipated his appointment to the of- 
fice of Premier or even of Regent 
of Hungary. The opinion was that 
Apponyi was “too versatile and 
learned for a statesman.” 

He became deputy in 1872. He 
supported the Conseryatives. Ap- 
ponyi next led the Nationalist par- 
ty at the head of which he de-

Great Crowd Shouts ‘“‘Phooie”’ 


at Mention of Hugenberg’s 
Name by Wels. 


BERLIN, Feb. 7.—Berlin’s Re- 
publicans roared orderly defiance 
to the Government this evening, 


100,000 of them gathering in the 
Lustgarten in the deeping shadows 
of a wintry gp to hear Otto 
Wels, a member of the Reichstag, 
in a vitriolic review of recent 
events with Vice-Chancellor von 
Papen and Alfred Hugenberg, the 
Nationalist leader, his principal 
targets. 

He droned off a list of cities in 
which he said Republicans had been 
killed in political fights. The 
crowd filled the Lustgarden, where 
the feet of Princes once trod, and 
overflowed into the adjacent streets, 
lifting their red flags in the shad- 
ows of the huge bronze and stone 
memorials of monarchial Germany. 

Cobblers’ benches, bookkeepers’ 
stool and store counters yielded 
thousands of capped and mufflered 
Berliners accompanied by their 
fraus. 

They stood stolidiy.in row after 
row, raising deep-throated hochs“ 
and “heils” and “phooies,’ as Wels 
drove home his points with wither- 
ing sarcasm. 

“Hugenberg,” he cried, has been 
identified with most governments 
since 1918. He is the representa- 
tive of the heavy industries. He 
cannot protect the workingman. 

The crowd raised one long 
“phooie” until the cry swelled and 
reverberated through the gas-light 
Lustgarten and the nearby streets. 

When Wels had finished the 
crowd raised a cheer and melted 
away into the night. 4 


MEXICO RESUMES DIPLOMATIC 
RELATIONS WITH NICARAGUA 


President Sacasa Replies to Con- 
gratulatory Message on Effort 
Toward Peace.

MEXICO CITY, Feb. i. — Re- 
sumption of diplomatic relations 
between Mexico and Nicaragua be- 
came a fact yesterday with the re- 
ceipt at the Foreign Office of a 
telegram from President Juan B. 
Sacasa of Nicaragua in reply to a 
message Foreign Minister Puig 
Casauranc sent President Sacasa 
Saturday. 

Under Mexico’s interpretation of 
the Estrada doctrine, no further 
exchange of correspondence is nec- 
essary for the establishment of dip- 
lomatic relations, which were 
broken in 1926 at the beginning of 
an insurrection. The doctrine pro- 
vides that Mexico does not formal- 
ly recognize other governments, but 
accomplishes this, result by con- 
tinuing or severing relations. 

With President Sacasa’s accept- 
ance of a congratulatory message. 
on Nicaragua’s progress towards 
peace, therefore, the way has been 
cleared for the re-establishment of 
diplomatic relations.

‘SAN RAFAEL DEL NORTE, 
Nicaragua, Feb. 7. — It is 
known that all Nicaraguans 
who are lovers of Nicara- 
guan improvement economically, 
politically and socially are aware 
that a revolution having no flag 
nor ideal is entirely contrary to 
purposes of national improvement, 
and this is the fundamental reason 
why, in 1926, the constitutional 
legality (of the claim to the presi- 
dency) of Dr. Juan B. Sacasa, then 
Vice-President of the republic, was 
supported.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The 
Senate last night wrote about $8,- 
000,000 in economies into the Treas 
ury-Postoffice bill. 

It adopted without a record vote 
the economy committee’s recom- 
mendation for application of pre- 
vailing pay cuts 10 enlisted per- 
sonnel of the army, navy, marine 
corps and coast guard receiving 
$1000 a year or more. 

It also agreed by a vote of 31 
to 22 to apply the cuts to retired 
pay to enlisted personnel when it is 
more than $1000 a year. The two 
provisions are” estimated to save 
nearly $8,000,000 a year. 

With these amendments out of 
the way, the Senate is ready to 
take up the Democratic proposal 
for a blanket cut of 5 per cent in 
Federal pay and the projected ‘ex- 
tension of power to reorganize the 
Government to the incoming Presi- 
dent. 

One of the amendments adopted 
discontinues laws under which 
about $30,000,000 are appropriated 
annually without review because 
they have been authorized in the 
past and are considered as fixed 
charges. 

Although most of these appro- 
priations probably will have to be 
continued, the amendment gives 
the Appropriations Committee «4 
chance to review them. 

Without a record vote, the Senate 
adopted an amendement by Con- 
nally (Dem.) of Texas, that no re- 
tired officer of the army or navy 
receiving an income of $10,000 or 
more a year shall receive retirement 
pay from the Government. 

Connally told the Senate that 
Gen James G. Harbord drew 
a year retirement pay in addition 
to a munificent salary as presi- 
dent of the Radio Corporation * 
America. 

The Texan remarked that Gen. 
John J. Pershing drew $21,500 
annually less the amount this was 
reduced by the economy act, but 
would not be affected by the 
amendment as his compensatiog 
was fixed by a special act of Cons 
gress. .

More About Old-Age Pensions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AY I answer Oscar Leonard’s letter 

ippearing in the Post-Dispatch Feb. 
5, and at the same time reply to the edi- 
torial to which Mr. Leonard referred? 

My estimate of the cost of old-age pen- 

sions had reference to biennial and not 


‘annual cost, while, in the editorial in 


question, reference was made to the an- 


nual cost, which, if doubled, gives a con- 


siderable higher cost of old-age pensions 
in Missouri than my own estimate. That 
is to say, your estimate for one year, if 
doubled, makes a higher cost for two 
years than my estimate. 

The fiscal affairs of Missouri are han- 
dled on a biennial basis, and those of the 
It may be 
that I did not make this clear in my 
statement, but always, in estimating State 
funds, we do so with the biennial period 
in mind. 

However, be the cost much or little, 


the present condition of State revenues 


does not allow one dollar for old-age pen- 
sions. There is nothing in sight to pay 
the State’s half of the pensions under the 
pending bill introduced by Senator Bu- 
ford, and, since there is scarcely a county 
in the State whose tax levies are not now 
up to the constitutional limit, there is no 
way by which the counties, under pres- 
ent constitutional limitations, may raise 
funds to meet their half of the cost of 
old-age pensions. I concede, however, that 
at least a part of the counties’ share can 
be paid out of the pauper fund. 

I am not opposed to the old-age pen- 
sion. I voted for the constitutional 
amendment, and shall support any consti- 
tutional plan that will raise the money to 
pay the pensions that may be authorized 
by the Legislature. 

The Federal appropriation mentioned 
in Mr. Leonard’s letter, if made, would 
give Missouri considerably less than a 
half million dollars, and this could be 
obtained only through the State and the 
counties matching the Federal money, 
and here again both the State and the 


counties are unable, under present laws 


and constitutional limitations, to raise 
the funds to match the Federal contribu- 
tion.

Mr. Bales on Absentee Voting. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


N your issue of Feb. 4, you call upon 

the General Assembly to enact an ab- 
sentee voting law, authorizing voting by 
qualified voters without the State. You 
make the statement that “the people of 
Missouri adopted a State constitutional 
amendment in 1922 authorizing absentee 
voting by residents detained outside the 
State, and directing the Legislature to 
enact the necessary statute,” and call the 
Legislature to task for not complying with 
that mandate. In that statement you are 
correct, but may I call your attention to 
some further mandates regarding this 
matter? In 1924, the constitutional con- 
vention submitted, among other pro- 
posals, a repeal of Article 8 of the Consti- 
tution (of which article the amendment 
you mention was a part) and submitted 
an entirely new article. These proposals 
were voted upon by the people in Febru- 
ary, 1924, and the new Article 8, dealing 
with suffrage and elections, was one of 
the six proposals that carried, out of a 
total of 21 submitted. The new Section 9 
of the new Article 8 which was adoptea 
reads as follows: 

Section 9. Qualified electors absent 
from the State on military or naval 
service shall, and qualified electors 
absent from their counties but within 
the State may, be enabled by law to 
vote at general or special elections. 
In view of these facts, can the Legisla- 

ture legally enact the statutes you de- 
mand? Are not the words “but within 
the State” a limitation upon the powers 
of the Legislature?

The Tennessee Valley employment plan announced 
by President-elect Roosevelt suggests partial applica 
tion of such an idea to Missouri. 

The program for the Tennessee Valley consists ol 
projects relating to flood control, power development, 
land reclamation and reforestation. It is reforesta- 
tion which suggests itself as most readily adaptable 
to the needs of Missouri. Ours is one of the states 
most suited to the operations of a progressive forest 
program. Few states are more so. We have a consid- 
erable region in the Ozarks which is primarily a for- 
est region. Its forests have been cut, and the area lies 
in virtual disuse until forestry can be resumed. Yet 
so little has been done along this line that one of the 
national leaders in forestry work has been led to re- 
mark that “it scarcely amounts to anything.” 
Missouri needs to take notice of what other states 
have done to relieve unemployment through pro- 
grams of forestry work. New York, Mr. Roosevelt's 
State, is the leader in State-supported reforestation. 
Begun before unemployment became the acute prob- 
lem which it is today, the program now readily lends 
itself to putting to work some part of the men who 
would otherwise be without jobs. Since the middle 
of November, New York has provided approximately 
100,000 man-days of forest work, the average wage 
being $4.29 a day. Last spring more than 62,000 man- 
days of work were provided at the State nurseries 
and on tree-planting projects. The State has bought 
and used for forest seed pine cones. gathered by 
needy families in the Adirondacks and thereby 
has helped them to care for themselves. 

California, which is one of the states hardest hit 
by unemployment, likewise has turned to its trees 
for a measure of relief. This winter some 45 camps 
for unemployed transients are being maintained in 
its forested mountains and foothills, Undertaken 
two years ago, the work in these camps now includes 
cutting fire trails, road building, the cleaning of 
irrigation ditches and-the fighting of timber insect 
pests. What is being accomplished will be of per- 
manent benefit to California. At the same time, sev- 
eral thousand men and boys are being furnished with 
food, clothing and work. 

While New York and California are the trail 
blazers, there are other states which are following 
in their path. Since Dec. 1, some 1200 theretofore 
jobless men have been at work in the national forests 
of Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan. A State loan 
of $1,000,000 by New Hampshire to communities 
within the State is making possible the employment 
of some of the jobless mill workers on forestry work 
along the highways under direction of the State 
Forester. Connecticut’s 57,000 acres of State forests 
and parks are giving work to victims of the de- 
pression. 

State-supported forestry work in New Hampshire 
and Connecticut is due in large measure to the alert 
Governors of those states, respectively John G. 
Winant and Wilbur L. Cross, the latter former Dean 
at Yale, where he took a lively interest in the work 
of the Yale Forestry School. In New York it was 
Mr. Roosevelt who, as Governor, took the lead in 
urging the adoption of an amendment to the State 
Constitution authorizing the addition of 3,500,000 
acres of marginal and submarginal lands to the 
State’s forested holdings. 

If other states, less suited by nature to refores- 
tation programs, can find a degree of relief from 
unemployment in forest work, there is reason to 
believe that Missouri can do so. The Ozarks region 
contains thousands of acfes suited to the growing 
of trees. A State economy properly administered 
would see that such sections were devoted to that 
work on a long term basis. The yellow pine and 
white oak cut out of the region can be replaced and 
made an asset to posterity. It is something done by 
most European countries, something we must do at 
length in the United States. 

Under the relief bill of Senator Cutting, Federal 
funds would be made available for worthy work- 
relief projects, including reforestation programs. 
Such aid, if authorized, would most likely go to 
states which contain national forests and extensive 
State preserves. In this connection, it is unfortunate 
that Missouri has not seen fit to grant the Federal 
Government the right to acquire territory in the 
Ozarks extensive enough in area to be adequate for 
a national forest. It would be a fine thing for the 
State if this necessary first step should be taken by 
the present Legislature. The benefits would not be 
immediate, but the way would be opened for develop 
ment in the future. 

Missouri, however, can go ahead on its own. What 
is most needed is a willingness on the part of the 
State Government to initiate such a program. We 
commend it to the serious attention of the Leg: 
islature. 
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GOV. HORNER AND THE MINERS. 

Gov. Horner's truce between the rival unions in 
the Illinois coal fields is at an end. After devoting 
a large part of his first month in office to confer- 
ences in the hopes of settling their differences, he 
has been forced to announce that the last meeting 
adjourned without agreement. Public opinion shares 
the Governor’s disappointment, particularly since his 
announcement was almost immediately followed by 
violence in West Frankfort, where deputy sheriffs, 
wielding clubs, broke up a parade of members of 
the Progressive Miners’ Women’s Auxiliary. 

Adthough settlement did not come out of the Gov- 
ernor’s conferences, it would be decidedly in error 
to say that his efforts were without results. The 
fact is, Illinois now knows considerably more about 
the aims and ideals of the opposing factions and 
their regard for the rule of the majority. One of 
Gov. Horner’s proposals was that the unions com- 
bine. Another was for a referendum vote to decide 
which organization should be recognized. A third 
was that the differences be submitted to an arbitra- 
tion board, its decision to be final. To ordinary 
citizens, most of whom are thankful if they have 
jobs in this time of widespread unemployment, any 
of these courses would seem not only fair, but de- 
sirable. 

The Progressives, who broke away from the United 
Mine Workers’ Union last year, favored a referendum. 
The United Mine Workers, for reasons not announced, 
apparently would not agree, their national president, 
John L. Lewis, having previously declared a refer- 
endum unacceptable. The inference is that the 
United Mine Workers’ leadership, regarding their or- 
ganization as the constituted miners’ union, pre- 
ferred not to dignify the Progressive group by com- 
peting with it in a popular vote. 

If this is the case, it is no wonder there has been 
so much internal strife in the Illinois district organi- 


zation. It would, moreover, explain the popular ap- hardships of the times as to pass his bill, 
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it is now said to contain more than half the union 
miners in Illinois. Obviously, a labor union which 
has repeatedly called its membership out in strikes 
against their employers should be the last to say 
that its members are not entitled to the right of 
self-determination. | 


His final word is a state paper of high quality.

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MISSOURI AND THE PRESS. 


That a follower of Thomas Jefferson, who gave 
the country a free press, should propose shackles for 
an institution to which the Sage of Monticello looked 
for security to the people, is incredible. 

Yet this is what Representative Redick O’Bryan 
of Randolph County, Missouri, has done. He has 
introduced a series of House bills which would place 
Missouri newspapers and periodicals under the juris- 
diction of the Public Service Commission. 

Warren Crossley, president of the Missouri Press 
Association, has issued a statement opposing the 
bills, and he effectively disposes of them as contrary 
to public policy. We should like merely to add that, 
in order to place newspapers under the control of 
the Public Service Commission, they must be classed 
as public utilities. They are, of course, not public 
utilities, and it would be as incongruous to place 
them under the jurisdiction of the commission as it 
would be to place the lawyers of the State under the 
wing of the State Athletic Commission. No Judge, 
asked to pass upon such a law, could do so with a 
straight face. 

The newspapers do not use public property, as all 
the utilities do. They do not possess the streets, 
string wires all over town, dig up the highways to 
put down conduits, or exist by public sufferance. 
They are on all fours with other private business, 
and it is impossible not to ascribe Mr. O’Bryan’s 
bills to someone whose toes,have been trodden upon 
by a free press. The country needs an alert and 
fearless press in the present widespread distress as 
it has not often needed it. Christ said, “The truth 
shall make you free,” and only the truth can deliver 
the American people from want and suffering in 
the midst of plenty. We need a fairer distribution 
of wealtb, an end to all privilege and favoritism, a 
universal rule of live and let live. The radio is not 
going to give us these things, nor are politicians 
going to desist from selfishness as long as we trust 
ourselves to their tender mercies. We must deliver 
ourselves, and we cannot do so unless the press tells 
us the truth and the whole truth. 

Mr. O’Bryan is, as Mr. Crossley points out, in con- 
tradiction of the Jeffersonian and, therefore, the 
Democratic, tradition. He is also ungrateful. Had 
it not been for a free press, the Democrats, including 
Mr. O’Bryan, might not even have been elected. Did 
not. this untrammeled and unterrified palladium of 
liberty tell all about those predatory powers which 
had elevated themselves to the seats of the mighty 
in the political life of the nation, thus delivering 
every Middlesex village and town into the hands of 
the people? 
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THE NEW POLICE BOARD. 


Like all such public bodies, the new Police Board 
announced for St. Louis by Gov. Park will have to 
be judged by its works. The Police Department is 
responsible for the security of life and property in 
a great community at a time when eternal vigilance 
is the price of safety. 

Gangsterism, terrorism, hoodlumism and all the 
corollaries of social decay which spring up in every 
populous American community whenever vigilance is 
relaxed, have been comparatively absent from St. 
Louis over a period of years. We have been one of the 
fortunate cities. We owe our good fortune to the 
high character and efficiency which have character- 
ized and still characterize the St. Louis Police De- 
partment. 

The new Police Board can continue this good 
record, but it can do so only by resisting every polit- 
ical importunity. These will be many; some of 
them will be backed by powerful influences. The 
Police Board’s reaction to them will be the test of 
its strength, as it will be the fate of us all. The 
board goes into office without prejudice. It can 
come out with the plaudits of a grateful St. Louis. 
It is up to the board, 
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A CRUEL PROPOSAL. 


An effort is being made, as noiselessly as possible, 
to get through the Legislature a bill restoring the 
42 per cent interest rate on small loans, reduced to 
30 per cent four years ago after ex-Senator Dear- 
mont’s brilliant assault upon the money lenders. The 
new Dill, sponsored by Representative McCawley, 
limits the higher rate to loans of less than $100, but 
since most small loans are less than that amount, 
the lion’s share of the business is affected by the bill. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Dearmont is no longer a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, but his absence créates a 
yawning opportunity for some other champion to 
rise and scotch this bill. We cannot imagine any- 
thing more inopportune than a proposal to make it 
more difficult and expensive for the poor man to 
borrow money. Very few small loans, we daresay, 
are contracted lightly or frivolously. Most men are 
driven to the money lenders by the pressure of grim 
necessity. 

Money itself is dirt cheap. The banks are loaded 
with it. The Federal Government has found it pos- 
sible recently to float a large loan at an interest 
rate of less than 1 per cent. That those who need 
it most should be confronted by the possibility that 
it will cost 42 per cent a year is, indeed, a depress- 
ing commentary. As President Wood of the State 
Federation of Labor says: “Men who owned their 
own homes and were free of debt are now forced 
to borrow money that they may eat. A 30 per cent 
interest rate is unconscionable, but it is far better 
than a 42 per cent rate and we shall oppose it with 
all the influence labor has. 

It is usury under the law to charge more than 8 
per cent on loans of more than $300, yet Mr. Me- 
Cawley would compel the pitiful borrowers of less 
than $100 to pay more than five times as much. 
Surely, the Legislature cannot be so insensible to the

In New 
York City, the standard rate for 66 local 
calls jumped from $4 to $4.25. The company 
still maintains its extra monthly 25-cent 
charge for the French phones, although the 
overwhelming evidence indicates the differ- 
ence in cost between it and the ordinary 
instrument is negligible. When prices were 
universally going down, the cost of telephone 
service went up. 

The Consolidated Gas Co., which through 
its subsidiaries has a monopoly of gas dis- 
tribution in Manhattan and the Bronx, is 
still charging the rate fixed in 1927—$1.15 
per 1000 cubic feet, The Brooklyn Union 
Gas Co., which serves most of Brooklyn and 
Queens, incréased the rate for the average 
consumer in August, 1931. 

The Public Service Commission defends its 
failure to act on the ground that the Federal 
courts have tied their hands by allowing the 
companies to inflate the rate base on which 
the return is computed so that it is always 
possible to show that they are not earning 
a reasonable return on the fair value of 


ON before the depression, it was plain 
to all students of public utility economics 
that governmental regulation had failed 

to protect the consumer from extortionate 
monopoly rates. Hard times serve to inten- 
sify this failure. Drastic reductions in elec- 
tricity, gas and telephone rates are impera- 
tive today. With payrolls half of what they 
were three years ago, the common man 
cannot afford to pay 1929 rates. Neverthe- 
less, the bulk of consumers in New York 
State, which has one of the most efficient 
regulatory ‘commissions in the nation, ac- 
cording to President-elect Roosevelt, are 
paying as much or more than they paid in 
1929. The ironic feature of the situation is 
that’ excessive profits make large rate re- 
ductions eminently practicable. 

The story of the Empire State is typical 
of conditions throughout the United States. 
An analysis of dividend payments by the 
State’s 13 most important electricity, gas 
and telephone corporations in 1931 and 1932 
shows that while returas on the book value 
of their common stock varied from 8 to 60 
per cent, in no case has the dividend rate 
been reduced in the past three years. 

These returns are obviously excessive. The 
increase in the purchasing power of the divi- 
dend dollar due to the decline in the cost of 
living means a rise in real dividends. Mea- 
sured by the Department of Labor’s index 
of the cost of living for working men, the 
$94,000,000 of dividends paid by these com- 
panies, exclusive of Consolidated Gas (to 
avoid duplication of dividends to the latter 
from four of its subsidiaries included in the 
compilation) was worth $113,000,000 in 1932. 
Measured by Moody’s index of the cost of 
living for $10,000 incomes, it was worth 
$104,000,000 in 1932. This increase in a period 
when the income of the average man has 
been so enormously cut is indefensible and 
should have been counteracted by a decrease 
in the dividend rate. 


An investment, moreover, which is so safe 
that it can maintain such high returns in 
the worst depression of our economic history 
ought not to pay more than 6 per cent re- 
turn. State and Federal long-term bonds 
have been selling at 3 per cent. Public util- 
ity stocks which could pay dividends of 8 
per cent or more in 1932 are no less secure. 
Legitimate investors in public service cor- 
porations have suffered losses only where 
racketeering financiers have looted the 
earnings of operating companies by “water- 
ing” the capitalization of controlling holding 
companies. A maximum return of 6 per 
cent—twice the yield on Government bonds, 
which are no safer—is conservative weighed.

Dr. Shio Sakanishi Custodian of 
14,000 Books on Her 
Country, in Congress. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Once 
there was a Senator who decided 
to find out for his constituents 
why Japanese and American tan- 


gerines differ in sweetness. He 
sought out Dr. Shio Sakanishi, who 
is in charge of the Japanese litera- 
ture division of the Library of Con- 
gress. That division included 14,000 
volumes. ° 

A tiny, Japanese girl in a peach- 
colored smock greeted him. 

“Hello, little girl,” he said, “where 
is the doctor?” 

“Why, I am Dr. Sakanishi,” said 
the “little girl,“ smiling. The Sen- 
ator found out .what he wanted to 
know. Dr. Sakanishi traced the 
history of fruit culture in Japan 
back through books of the 16th cen- 
tury, and uncovered secrets of 
treating the soil unknown here. 


Holder of Four Degrees. 

Perhaps no one in the country 
is better fitted to form this link 
between the land of cherry blos- 
sums and America. The Doctor, 
after taking a degree at the Tokio 
Woman's College, came to the 
United States to take an A. B. de- 
gree at Wheaton College, and M. A.

Denounces Machine Rule at 
City Hall in Address to 
Democratic Women. 


Bernard F. Dickmann, president 


ot the Real Estate Exchange and 


candidate tor thb Democtatic nom- 
ination for Mayor, continued his at- 
tack on the Republican machine, 
in a talk before the North Side 
Women’s Democratic Club, at the 
Fairgrounds Hotel last night. 

For almost a quarter of a cen- 
tury, Dickmann said, the City Hall 
has been run by the Republican 
machine or “organization.” He con- 
tinued: 

“Now that it is time for the or- 
ganization to ask the people for 
another four years of absolute con- 
trol in the handling of-their taxes, 
the dominant powers assume an at- 
titude that does not check with 
their many years of performance. 
Their spokesmen are telling the 
voters how much good they are go- 
ing to do if they are just continued 
on the payrolls. This reminds me 
of the line, ‘When the devil wag 
sick, the devil a monk would be; 
when the devil was well, the devil 
a monk was he.’ ä 

Tells of Increases in Cost. 
The taxpayers, Dickmann said, 
are realizing that a political ma- 
chine administration is not for the 
best interests of the city. Under 
Republican rule since 1909, he went 
on, the expense of running the city 
“has advanced to bewildering fig- 
ures and the people have been 
ruthlessly manhandled with in- 
creasing general and special taxes.” 
Administration spokesmen, he as- 
serted, are promising now to make 
good “on some of their broken 
promises” and are planning for 
charter amendments to correct in- 
equalities in street widenings. 
Dickmann recalled that the 88, 
000,000 provided in the 1923 bond is- 
sue for electric street lights had 
covered only two-thirds of the city, 
leaving the balance of the streets 
lighted by gas. This, he said, is 
only one instance of loose methods 
in handling city affairs. Dickmann 
promised to see, if elected, that the 
people got a dollar’s value for every | 
dollar spent. 

Announcement of his platform 
will be made soon, Dickmann re- 
lated. 

Brockman Makes Address. 

Phil H. Brockman, 
dealer, a candidate for the Repub- 
lican nomination for Mayor, ac- 
cused hs opponent, President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen, of 
speaking only in generalities, in 
an address last night before the 
Downtown Business Men’s Brock- 
man-for-Mayor Club, at the Rialto 
Building. 
Brockman demanded to know 
where Neun stands on the trans- 
portation question, and whether 
Neun favors purchase by the city 
of the Public Service Co. Brock- 
man has announced opposition to 
the purchase, but has not gone 
into the transportation problem at 
length. 

Replying today, Neun said: “I 
don’t believe in buying the Public 
Service Co. and never have be- 
lieved in it. I have so expressed 
myself as far back as six months 
ago, saying I thought the city 
never would buy the Public Ser- 
vice Co.” Neun said he would dis- 
cuss the transportation question in 
his platform, which is under prep 
aration. 

Other questions asked of Neun by 
Brockman, to which Neun has not 
yet replied, are: Does Neun re- 
nounce the indorsements of Mayor 
Miller’s City Hall machine and of 
Collector Koeln? Does he favor a 
pledge by the Mayor not to coerce 
city employes in elections? Does 
he favor pledging the Mayor not 
to build up a political machine 
through patronage? Does he favor 
consolidating departments to elim- 
inate “unnecessary high-salaried 
department heads?” Does he fa- 
vor accepting the Mayor contin- 
gent fund of $1000 a month, for 
which the Mayor must account 
only in general terms, and would 
he accept only that portion of it 
chargeable to expenses? 

Would Remodel Market.

and that circulars used to advertise 
the securities contained false state- 
ments.

: Greb States He's Done 


I did not box in New York again 
until June 5, 1925. My opponent 
was Tom Gibbons. After the Car- 
pentier match I boxed several 
matches in the South and four or 
five in the West, the last of which 
was against my old sparring part- 
ner, the indomitable Harry Greb. 
My showing against Greb that 
night in St. Paul so convinced him 
that I had grown out of his class 
that he came into my dressing- 
room after the fight and said, 
“Gene, you and I have fought five 
times. I am through! I will never 
fight you again. Let the other guys 
have a dose of you, from now on!” 

The frankness of this statement 
touched me. It was an acknowledg- 
ment of started decline, the dread 
of all boxers. My heart went out to 
Harry. He was slipping, and what 
is more pathetic, he knew it. The 
Greb of 1920, 1921, 1922, 1923 wuld 
never have admitted the superior- 
ity of anyone. He was getting old. 
There is something heartrending 
about noticeable disintegration in 
a gallant warrior. As Greb left the 
auditorium that night, Tommy Gib- 
bons, who attended the contest, was 
in the lobby. Harry had fought 
Tommy three or four times. He 
knew Gibbons and, walking over 
to him, said, “Watch that guy 
down there; he’s going to lick 
you,” then continued on his way. 

From then on Harry Greb be- 
came my greatest booster. He won 
bets on me when I boxed both Gib- 


— 


paper men why he was going to bet 
on me against Dempsey, he would 
say, “I have boxed Dempsey and 
Tunney. You never know how good 
Turney is until you do box him.” 

Undaunted by my showing 
against Greb, Gibbons signed a day 
or two later to box me in New 
York on June 5. I felt that the 
time had come when I was ready 
for Tom Gibbons. In my opinion, 
Gibbons was the best fighter in 
America next to Jack Dempsey. I 
had watched him, studied him and 
knew him. He was acquainted with 
all the tricks of his craft. He was 
fast, clever and could hit a terrific 
blow with an incredibly short move- 
ment of the arm. To Tom Gibbons 
fighting was a science and he was 
master of it. He went about his 
work in the ring with a brilliance 
and flash and apparent indiffer- 
ence. All his actions were smooth 
and free from tension. He was 
very methodical, huwever. 
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I had seen Gibbons for the first 
time back in 1921 at the Pioneer 
A. C. on East Twenty-fourth street 
in New York. I had just come down 
from a lumber camp in Canada and 
the following day was going to 
Maine to do the labor referred to 
in an earlier chapter. Tom’s oppo- 
nent that night was Paul Sampson, 
with whom I had boxed a 10-round 
nowecision bout a little earlier, and 
who later became heavyweight 
champion of Germany under the 
name of Paul Koerner. 


Gibbons, in dispatching Sampson, 
who was a pretty tough fighter, 
showed me the finest exhibition of 
effective boxing I have ever seen 
in the ring, though the contest 
lasted by a round and a half. It 
was just a cléan-cut, workmanlike 
job. Tom’s unpretentious entrance 
into the ring, the conipleteness of 
his job and his exit reminded me 
of a first-class journeyman carpen- 
ter arriving at one’s home with his 
kit of tools, patching up the leak in 
the roof and leaving. That was 
Tom Gibbons. On seeing this exhi- 
bition I decided that it would be 
several years before I would be 
ready for him, but I believed the 
time would come when Tommy 
would have to be removed on my 
climb to the contendership. 


I agreed to meet him in 1922 
provided he whipped Greb, only 
because of the silly notion that 
unless I could defeat every light 
heavyweight in the country I had 
no right to call myself champion.

O Charles Dickens, as we re- 

member on his birthday, we 

owe our first news of how 
the other half of humanity 
lives. He was born in the hu- 
man underworld, lived in it, 
loved it, knew its romance, its 
pathos, its humor; and across 
his pages strides a motley mul- 
titude of boys and girls, men 
and women from the gaunt, 
gray slums of London—a be- 
grimed, bedraggled, fantastic, 
pathetic procession it is. 


It is by his rich humanity 
that Dickens lived, by his hu- 
mor of character and cartoon 
and his melting pathos which, 
if sometimes maudlin, was none 
the less real. He taught his 
age how to laugh, and that was 
no easy task in a solemn, Ham- 
let-like generation. It was a 
wholesome, hearty, happy life. 
with which he dealt—thére is 
more eating, drinking and kiss- 
ing in Pickwick than in any 
other book. One is always 
meeting a Dickens character 
and is lucky not to be one him- 
self.

the suit. If he passes this, I will 
not regret that the enemy do not 
know about my heart suit, as the 
no-trump contract will be reason- 
ably safe, and any lead to the open- 
ers hand is likely to give us a trick 
or save a guess. That is why he 
preferred no trumps. If he should 
rebid to four spades over my three 


no trumps, be sure that there were 
sound reasons and that we are in a 
good contract. By insisting on 
strong no trumpers we know that 
the opener holds the dominating 
hand and is able to judge which 
will be the best eventual contract, 
If the responding hand is careful 
not to mislead him, the decision he 
makes in close hands will seldom 
be wrong. Mostly the contract ends 
up in no trumps, which is highly 
lesirable, especially in tournament | 
play. I advise great reluctance to 
‘ke the bidding beyond three no 
trumps except as part of a slam 
try. If the responding hand does 
so with no five-card suit, he will 
generally be wrong. If the opening 
bidder does so, he will generally be 
right, unless the responding part- 
ner has needlessly misled him.

ACHELORS are noted for re- 
B garding attractive surroundiogs 

and creature comforts as esscn- 
tials to a pleasant life and it is 
such apartments as Jack Sullivan’s 
in the Forest Park Hotel that give 
rise to this reputation. Here, fur- 
nishings of the English eighteenth 
century or Georgian period have 
been handled in a contemporary 


manner to sound a spirited mascu- 
line note. 


The walls of the living room and 
dining alcove have been painted 
that soft green so characteristic of 
this period, while the floors are 
carpeted throughout in a warm, 
neutral mulberry tone. Black, with 
accenting notes of silver or gold, in 
furniture and accessories gives 
voice to the modern theme. 


The living room has been ar- 
ranged into two distinct groups, one 
for conversation and one for read- 
ing and lounging.

A Mother's Problem 


OBBY does not play with the 
children in his block because, 
as his mother says, “They just 
make him unhappy.”

but he’ does not know what to do 
about it. | 
One wonders how a mother can 
fail thus signally to appreciate her 
child’s need for companionship. 
Sometimes such a mistake is the 
result simply of over-protectiveness. 
A mother cannot bear to see her 
child suffer under the hard knocks 
which play with others is bound to 
bring. Occasionally, her perhaps 
only partly conscious desire to keep 
her baby all to herself, prompts her 
to discourage his efforts to make 
friends and find pleasures outside 
the circumference of her love. 


Again the memory of her own 
helplessness and distress over the 
cruelty of playmates causes her, in 
identifying herself with him, to 
make every effort to spare him 
what she herself endured. Thus an 
unsolved problem in the parent's 
Ute is handed over to the child and 
he, too, is prevented from working 
out a wholesome solution. 

The fact that a child is not able 
to play happily with others calls 
for an intelligent study of the 
causes of his difficulty with the 
idea of helping him meet it.
